- THE STATE AND THE CORPORATIONS. 


The great difficulty in the way of the taxa- 
tion reformers is their inability to agree 
on definite printiples'as regards the_ basis 
of the fiscal legislation of the State, and as 
regards the controlling methods to be em- 
ployed. Everybody admits that the present 
system is bad from top to bottom,—rnsound 
in principle, inequitable, in operation, and 
comparatively unprofitable. But when re- 
form is suggested, the diversities of purpose 
that become apparent seem to-make real re- 
form impossible. The Commission ap- 
pointed in 1870. was barren of practical re- 
sults, partly, we suspect, because ahe 
changes suggested involved something like 
thoroughnessin the work. Local opinion 
was not ripe for them, and local politicians 
were. unwilling to undertake ‘the task of 
educating their constituencies up to the 
mark at which comprehensive legislation 
might be ‘possible. Later reformers have 
not sinned after the manner of the Commis- 
sion. They have contented themselves 
with palliatives, and have succeeded in en- 
veloping the subject in confusion, The re- 
ports recently prepared by the Senate 
Special Committee and the State Assessors 
exhibit this tendency in full play. A con- 
sistent plan of amendment is not formulated 
by either. One would: perpetuate a large 
part of the present system because it was 
invented by “the fathers” under cireum- 
stances that have ceased to exist ; the other 
concedes the imperfections of the law re- 
lating to the taxation of personal property 
generally, but proposes amendments affect- 
ing only corporate interests. Both proceed 
onthe assumption that real estate should 
be as far as possible exempt from State 
taxation. Passing from the reports to the 
bills reported to the Legislature the same 
fundamental defects are manifest,—so mani- 
fest, indeed, that it is difficult to escape the 
conclusion that the legislators, while recog- 
nizing the need. of reform, are conscious 
that any attempt to make reform a reality 
worthy of the .work to be accomplished 
would be futile in the es condition. of 
lecal opinion. 

Compared with the Bookie bill, the bill 
reported on Friday by Mr. Stoan to the 
Assembly isin some material respects an 
improvement. Although applicable only to 

corporations, it still is vitally defective, and, 

| in its details, as Mr. Georer H. AxpRews 
has shown, it is full of incongruities and in- 
justice.

MR. BRAGG AND THE WAR CLAIMS. 

It ie evident that Mr. Braga, of Wiscon- 
sin, does not regard his appointment as 
Chairman of the Committee of the House on 
War Claimsas anemptyone, He has made 
haste to manifest his interest in the matter 
confided to his charge ina manner which, 
according to our reports, ‘‘ startled” the 
House. Unlike mostChairmen, who are gen- 
erally anxious to get as much of the business 
of the House as possible into their hands, 
Mr. Braae proposes, if we understand him 
eorrectly, to close absolutely the -source 
from which most of his committee business 
now comés. On Saturday, the Legislative 
Appropriation bill being under discussion, 
he moved to strike out the appropriation 
for the Southern Claims Commis- 
sion, and, to add a clause repeal- 
ing the law authorizing that commission 
and regulating its powers and proceedings. 
** The amendment which I have proposed,” 
he said, “ strikes directly at the root of the 
whole Southern Claims Commission. - It 
proposes to repeal all the machinery by 
which we authorize gentlemen, at an ‘ex- 
pense of $40,000, to start a manufactory for 
the purpose of keeping up this vexed 
question of Southern claims.” » Aad, when 
suggesting that he ‘should require more 
time than was allowed under the. five- 
minute rule, he added: ‘My purpose is 
to show to the committee that, rary to 
the laws of nations and the laws of war, 
we have been paying a class of claims that 
we ought not to have paid, which have no 
legal title for payment, and whose payment 
has been amere gratuity. I shall then desire 
to consider whether we are in a condition 
to be bestowing ‘gratuities, and whether, 
if we do bestow gratuities, it. would 
not be better to bestow what belongs 
to us, rather than as legislators 
to give away money that belongs to some- 
body else.” This has the air of determina- 
tion, and it. is evident that the discussion, 
which is expected to take place to-day, will 
be a very animated one, and. possibly very 
bitter. It will be one with’ which, froma 
partisan point of view, the Republicans need 
have very little to do. ‘The system which Mr, 
BrRaGe proposes to abolish was established 
by a Republican Congress /nearly six years 
after the close of the war, for the purpose 
of securing a sifting of the “ loyal” claims 
for property taken by our’ armies, which at 
that. time were flooding Congress. The 
effort was made in good faith to 
submit these claims to examination 
by Commissioners who should have 
some ‘of the general powers of a court. 
It was provided that‘no claim not pre- 
sented to the Commissioners should be en- 
tertained by any department of the Govern- 
ment without further authority of Congress. 
Practically, therefore, the Board of Com- 
missioners was a device to secure justice in 
regard to the Southern claims. Its verdict 
was expected, though not spécifically 
declared, to be final. [¢ must be 
confessed that the scheme has - worked 
very badly. The powers of the board were 
by no means sufficient to accomplish the 
task assigned to it. Its investigations were 
necessarily partial and incomplete. Doubt- 
less, a good many of the worst claims were 
killed by it, but a host of very doubtful ones 
were admitted. The sifting which it was 
expected would be done was worse than 
useless, for it relieved Congress of responsi- 
bility, while it was not itself adequate.

reform in this country began about thirty 
years ago. The societies organized by 
the promoters of the movement were 
known as “ Washingtonian Societies,” the 
hame of the Father of his Country being 
borrowed, for some inexplicable reason, a8 
the war-cry of the new crusaders. Nothing 
short of total abstinence was countenanced 
ot eat society, the founders of which were 
reformed drunkards of Baltimore, in 
1840. The lines were drawn very rigidly, 
and the taverns, inns, and other plates of 
public entertainment, were speedily divided 
into two classes—those which did not 
keep or sell even malt liquors or 
wines, and those in which ’ royster- 
ing, defiant drunkenness and carousal 
were the habit of the guests, Prior to 
this date, say 1838, nobody pretended to 
cure. intemperance by total abstinence. 
The drinking of beer and wins was encour- 
aged, andin Boston, where Medford rum 
and Holland gin had been the common bev- 
erages for generations, one of the early tem- 
perance societies built and maintained a 
brewery for the use of its members in 
order to promote, as far as possible, the use 
of beverages which should displace the 
fiery spirits most affected by the Bostontans 
of the time. The Washingtonian move- 
ment changed all this. The wine decan- 
ters, which had heretofore stood in“ rank 
and file wpon the sideboards of substantial 
people, went into the sideboards. Men 
who had drunk at the counter of the gro- 
cery, in city or in country, went behind the 
screen in the rear of the store to quaff their 
fiery drams, or sneaked - around by back 
doors when the vigilant spies ‘of the Wash- 
ingtonian army were elsewhere engaged. 

Some antiquarian would do a service to 
the literature of the country by. republish- 
ing the tracts,of those times. There was a 
series of stories—delightfal to the rising 
generation of thirty years since—in which 
the lessons of total abstinence were en- 
forced by precept and example. Some of 
our more mature readers will recail with 
pleasure My Mother’s Gold Ring,” “‘ Good 
Enough for the Vulgar,” .“'The Striped 
Pig,” and other delightful stories which 
formed «the staple of thé temperance 
literature of 1838-40. The title of 
this last tract, by the way, was suggested 
by the device of a lawless rumseller at a 
New-Engiand ‘‘ muster” or “training.” 
This graceless seamp pitched his tent on 
the edge of the training-field and hung out 
a highly-colored picture of a pig stripéd in 
red and white. The inquiring visitor was 
shown & common pig, whose white bristles 
were striped with red paint—a bold cheat; 
but, leaving by an exitin therear;thesheated 
man was given ‘fourpence worth of rum,” 
which was ample return'for the fourpence 
(614 cents) which he had -paid to see the 
striped pig. By arts like this the seller and 
the buyer agreed to violate law and new- 
fangled custom. All this, however, is by 
way of reminiscénce, The years have 
rolledaway, and drunkenness is as preva- 
lent as ever. In regions where ‘a prohibi- 
tory law has been placed upon the statate- 
book, it seems as if the demon of 
perversity had been raised, . The 
mystery surrounding the sale of 
spirits and wine has, apparently, enticed 
into the snare of “the old serpent” thou- 
sands of people: who would not have lan- 
kered after strong drinks if they had not 
also been ‘‘stolen waters,” proverbially 
sweet. Total abstinence, as preached and 
practiced, has accomplished no permanent 
reform. The crying sin, the great crime of 
society, to-day, as in 1840, is drunkenness: 
The awful pit is filled now, aa then, with 
the lives and happiness of millions of our 
countrymen and countrywomen, 

There is something pathetic inthe spec- 
tacle of an assemblage of. comfortable, 
-well-to-do citizens who plead to the total 
abstainers, “Let us up easy.” 
see and know the evils of intemper- 
ance. They ask to be allowed to practice

Something must be done to stay the tide of 
intemperance. For thirty years or more, 
the total abstainers have tried their inef- 
feetual experiment. Those who can con- 
stantly practice total abstinence are safe 
anyway. Let us see what the ‘“temper- 
anuee” men can do for the reformation of

to the Nihilist cause, and the -wide- 
spread dissemination of incendiary pamph- 
lets. Time, which has transformed Rus- 
sian Imperialism, has transformed Russian 
Nihilism likewise: When Tovuracuenterr 
first bestowed the nickname in his novel of 
“ Pathers and Children,” he made the hero 
define it*as ‘‘ doing nothing, and merely 
finding fault.” Bat ithas long since out- 
grown this comparatively inoffensive stage. 
Such events as that which has just taken 
place speak for themselves. The numbers 
of the malcontents are indeed insignificant 
as yet, compared with the whole population 
of Russia, but where the intensity of an en- 
tire system is thus compressed into a few 
disciples, their energy becomes doubly for- 
midable,, In no country are there fewer 
ultra-Radicals: than in Russia, but in no 
eountry’are those who do exist more reso- 
lute or more ferocious. 

It is, in any case,a fact worth noting, 
that the reign of the present Czar has af- 
forded the first example of political assassi- 
nations perpetrated by the people, such at- 
tempts having been heretofore the exclu- 
sive work of the nobility. Psrsr III. was 
murdered by four officers of good family, 
longing to the Preobrajenski (Transforma- 
tion) Regiment. Paun was strangled by 
three of the young nobles attached to the 
service of the Winter Palace. It is now all 
but certain that the mysteriousend of ALEx- 
anper I., in 1825, just at the moment when 
his anti-aristocratic reforms were reaching 


The natural enemies of an aztoaerat 
are not the plebeians but the patricians; 
and NicHoLss’s appreciation of this truth 
is shown by the fact that the serf emancipa- 
tion, for which his son has received so 
much credit, was really planned by himself, 
in order to counterpoise the nobility by 
creating an independent middle class.

If is a well-Known fact that the dust of 
flour when ip the process of grinding, mixed with 
dry atmospheric air, produces an explosive eom- 
pound, and though it is not so easy to demonstrate 
that a mixtare of coal dust and dry air brings about 


ease.. Certain itis that by combining with these 
two an exceedingly small quantity of fire-damp, the 
entire compound burns freely, and it is never safe 
in ing to assume that there is a complete 
absence of this dangerous article. In work that is 
éarried on near the surface of the ground there is 
commonly a sufficient quantity.of moisture caused 
by springs or by evaporation from the air which en- 
ters into the mine, to prevent eoal-dust from ficat- 
ing about; , but in deep mines, where the men dig 
700 or more feet below the surface, the action of 
the fresh air in entering is wholly different, for. in 
consequence of the heat, it adsorbs in most instances 
a'l the moisture that there is in the mine, and hence 
the motions of the men while at work fill the air 
with fine particles of aust, and place the mine, if not 
in an explosive condition, in a condition, at least, 
which can readily be made explosive. The remedy 
for this is exceedingly simple, and thiv-is to sprinkle 
the road and path-ways in the mines plentifully with 
water. It is-believed that inseveral of the English 
mines where severe explosions have occurred of late 
the failure to take this precaution was the chief 
cause of the disaster. Sprinkling has been looked 
upon asa luxury, and the profits from ‘cosl-mining 
have been so small thatit was thought best to dis- 
continue it as one form of economy in administra- 
tion. If, as is now thonght, the explosions were the 
result of these attempts at saving, the practice is 
one which will hardly bear imitating.
